The state quarantine j 
which has been maintained on sheep 
for the past two and one half years, | 
was raised the first of this month, as 
i.h rough the splendid efforts of the state 
ive stock officers, with the cooperation ' 
of the county officers and the farmers 
themselves, scabies has been thoroughly 
eradicated, and Kentucky flocks may 
now be driven on the public highways . 
or shi^ied from the state withaot the 
formality of s e eming a certificate to ■ 
accompany them. j 
Many farmers are making generous '. 
additions to their droves of hogs, as ' 
the recent high prices have seriously 
depleted them, and as a matter of 
precaution, many of them are having 
all of their hogs vaccinated, both those 
which they have had oa hand and those 
which they add to the drove. TUa is 
indeed a wise move, as it has been 
proven that vaccination wards off 
cholera and the cost is trivial when 
compared with the loss occasioned to a 
drove of hasi firote tfw lawragsa of 
cholera. 

hi neigliboriag eaaatiaa we hear of 
horses BolletiBC with *l>at haa been 
diagnosed as "Black tongn^", bnt as 

yet this disease, which is in a very 
malignant form, very contagious as 
well as infectious, has not made its 
appearance here, but hundreds of 
horses are being vaccjaatad aa a 
precaation agaiiiat it. 

The vcteriaarya are very hoay with 
all of his vaccinating, but it is money 
well spent, and every owner of live 
stock should tee that his stock is 
immuned against the various forms of 
disease which is sweeping the country. 

Clean stables and sleeping quarters 
are advised, ss weil as the liberal use 
of disinfectants, lisM, wUtasrash etc. 
as well as airy well ventilated sleeping 
quarters and clean wholesome food. 

With a careful observance of the 
above rules of hygiene for stock and 
the use of the various preventative 
sdvised and prescribed by those who 
know, it is hoped and expected that 
Garrard eoaaty any be kept feaa fkom 
the varioos disesses which are pranng 
so disastroos to our neighboia.

State and national authoritiea, in con- 
trolling and checking infectious dis- 
oast's o1' animals is gaining prominence 
.mil oninuragcnu-nt from the stock 
owners. They are demanding assist- 
ance in wiping out diseases, and are 
ever ready to take all precautions nec- 
essary to avoid ttw introdofetion of 
diseaae into tiieir lieidB. Hm atodc 
owner is realizing that infeetioas (fia- 
eases may be diagnosed, restrained, 
prevented and even eradicated by the 
intelligent use of reliable biological 
laboratory products, such as vaccines, 
bacterins, sera, toxins and antitoxins, 
and hiA understanding of tiMSa pro- 
ducts, together with their pnfwr ap- 
plication, Imm eenviaced Ma. Where 
is the stock man who woaU qoeatioa 
the reliability of black leg vaccine to 
Huvi' his herd from bla<-k leg? Tliis 
vaccine is used more than all others 
combined, and saves many young herd.'; 
from complete destruction in black leg 
season. 

The shippers of horses and males are 
nainf baetortas and aatitaarina on 

their horses and males to prevent cat- 
arrhal fever or infloenza, and they are 
lowering the mortality doe to diseases 
incident to shipping. TIlis is a wonder- 
ful preventive and has cut the mor- 
tality in the St Louis stock yards to 
2 per cent, wlMre before its universal 
use the loss was from 16 to 20 per 
cent. 

The use of anti-hog cholera serum 
has established itself with the swine 
breeders The loss from this disease 
alone would cover the deficit in the 
•Slate Treasury. The demand for this 
serum is about four times the capacity 
of the EzperisMOt Statioa toberatorr 
to prodoeo it b tha past ttree years, 
qualified men have vaccinated 20,000 
hogs for Kentucky farmers at a nomi- 
nal price. This work has necessitated 
from one to live experts ni the field, 
whose services have been free to the 
owners, their expenses having been 
paid by the Experiment Station. This 
work of otampiag oat ehoiera lias 
saved frnoers large sams of money, 
and, in order to make it available to 
every swine owner, the qualified veter- 
inarians are being commissioncii to ad- 
minister serum in th> ir respective ter- 
ritones. The Serum is furnished by 
the Experiment Station at i 
low the cost of production. 

The eiaffieatioa of boviM 
sis is making headway. Ilanv 
realise this source of danger and have 
sanitarj- codes that necessitate the 
tuberculin testing of all dairy cattle 
supplying milk for human consumption. 
This was first inaugurated by the 
State Hoard of Health, aod the dairy- 
men and cattle owners now realiso the 
importance of having their herds free 
from tuberculosis. 

The law allows no indemnity for dis- 
eased cattle, and the problem of eradi- 
cation is purely a public health and a 
public spirited problem. The owners 
are to be commended for the 
in which they have dsoasad thsir 
of thisdiseaao. 

The United States Bareao of Animal 
Industry recognizes this fact, and to 
foster and encourage the eradication of 
tuberculosis from the herds, has ex- 
tended the services of experts, free to 
cattle owners^through the efforts of 
the State Board of Health and the 
Live Stock Saaitttry Bsaid. WhOatba 
city «f Laxiagtoa can li^^ boast of 
a low bacterial coant in their city 
milk supply, we must not overlook the 
dairies at Paducah. where every ani- 
mal furnishing milk to consumers in 
that city was tuberculin tested for the 
owners, free of charge, by Govern- 
ment men. A total of approxlmttely 
1.500 dairy eows were tested, and all 
diseased, as shown by the test, were 
slaughtered before the public and own- 
ers, and every animal condemned 
proved on post mortem to be disea.setl. 
Such Work can not help liul have a 
great influence on all cattle owners and 
make them realize the im{>ortance of 
koeping healtlqr cattle in their dairies, 
lbs d aliym ea at Padneak dsserve 
great credit and the consumers of that 
city can safely say that their milk 
comes from dairies that are carefully 
and honestly operated by progressive 
and far-seeing owners. May their in- 
fluence be spread to every town in 
Kentucky, and reach every consumer 
and every prodaeer, ontil it can be 
honestly said tiiat thers ia not a cow 
in the dairies of Kentucky, supplying 
milk for human food, that has tuber- 
culosis. The milk consumers must re- 
alize that the milk supply must be free 
from disease and from cattle thaft have 
been tuberculin tested.

Attorney General Of Kentucky Constmes 
The New Eatoii-Thoinps«a Praury 
ElectiN Uw. 

In neapo wac to many inqpdiies f nMn 
over the state Attorney G«n«ral Jamaa 
Gamett has had prepared a eonatmetion 

of the new Primary Election Law. The 
opinion will be printed and sent to the 
county Clerks through out the state, 
and was prepared by Assistant Attorney 
(lencral Chas. H. Morris. 

"In the first place you^ask us to inter- 
pret the clause which requires a voter 
to ask for either a Democratic or Re- 
publicvn ballot. Second, does this 
clause do away entirely with independ- 
ent voting? Third, is it possible for a 
Uemocratic voter to write the name of 
a Republican, who is oeoking nomina- 
tion for othce. in the blank space usual- 
ly reserved on the Democratic ballot, 
and have aadl vote eonrtad aa a vote 
for that aaaw aa a Dumotiatit noaa- 
iaee. or will be rnnmaj^n aRepobHean 
vote? 

LAW FOR UOMIN.V.M CAKTIKS. 

"Ill the tirst place the primary elec- 
tion law is designated for the sole pur 
pose of nommatiiig candidates of the 
dominant partiea. By section 3, the 
nominatinc candldatea l>y the political 
parties as hereinafter defined, is spe- 
cifically provided. By section 5 of the 
act. a jiolitical party, within the mean- 
ing of the act, is deliiad to be an or- 
ganization of voters l!a\ iiij; a constitu- 
tion thereto for their government and 
regulation, and which at the last pre- 
ceding Presidential election eaat at 
least twenty per eent of the voles ttt 
the euliio State. So the act applies 
only to regularly organized parties 
whii. h cast twenty [ler cent of the votes 
in the last Pre:;idential election, and 
such parties are required to maka thair 
nomination in the primary. 

"This act does not repeal the pro- 
visions of tlie old law, wliich provided 
for nominations by petitions only by 
conventions for the political parties 
not included in the provisions of the 
recent act.

I.VDEPENDENTS CUT OITT. 

Independent voters s)^ould not have 
a right, nor are ttiey anthoriied by the 
law, to vote in the prinaary elections. 

Independent and other parties would 
have a perfect right to meet in con- 
vention or to take the sense of the 
independent voters in any they please, 
and they thereby might endorse the 
nominees of the regular party. The 
other than Democratic, Republican and 
Progressive parties, ars not reatiicted 
by this law to any partienlal method 
of making their nomination, nor are 
they limited to any particular time. So 
much for the quesiion Df independent. 
REGISTRATION PROVIoIO.NS OUTLLNED. 

"In addition to the special qualifica- 
tions hereinafter prescribed the same 
qualifications of electors shall apply in 
primary elections bekl under tins act 
as are now reqaivad in regular elec- 
tions. Said qnalifleations shall be de- 
t.'-rmined as of the date of the primary, 
without regard to the (jualifications or 
di^qualifications as they may e.xist at 
the succeeding regular election. In 
precincts where registration is required 
no elector, except those entitled to be 
specially re^pstered as hereinafter pro- 
vided, shall be entitled to vote in any 
primary unless be is registered in the 
registration book of said precinct for 
the succeeding year, as alfiliating with 
the party whose ballot he ofTers to vote 
If not registered he shall not be en- 
titled to vote the ballot of the party 
with which he is registered, and no 
other. In other predneto qualified 
electors shall be allowrd to vote only 
the ballot of that party with which 
they declare their affiliation," 

WILL GET PARTY BALLOTS. 

"Under this section, it will be clearly 
seen that in dties . where registration 
is required, a parson who is rsgistmred 

as a Democrat, would not be entitied to 
and sh'julJ not receive from the clerk 
other tlian Uemocratic ballot; likewise 
a jierson registered as a Republican 
would not be entitled to and should not 
in the counties and cities where regis- 
tration is not required, tliis matter can 
not be ee a teeBsd, but it ia pravided 
thattiMqndifisddaetaes shaU bo al- 
lowed to vote only the ballot of the 
party with which they declare their 
affiliation. This will leave the selection 
of the nominees open to some abuses, 
because under it, a Uepublican elector 
might declare his affiliation with the 
Democratic party, receive a Oemoeratic 
ballot, and then vote for the weakest 
candidate on the ticket. 

CONCERTED ACTION POSSIBILITY. 

"By a concerted action on the part 
of any great number of members of 
either the one or the other party, the 
weakest candidates of eitlier the one 
or ths other party might thereby be 
selected, but from the eareful reading 
of the entire law, I see no way that 
this matter can be regulated or con- 
trolled unless it is left to the discre- 
tion and good judgment of the judges, 
and I doubt then whether they would 
have the power to refuse a man a bal- 
lot on the simple grounds that titey 
did not believe he alBUated with the 
party indicated hy his dadaratisn. 

"As to your Isst question, there is 
some doubt. Senator J. W. Eaton, 
who was the author of the bill, and it 
was he to whom 1 wrote on big par- 
ticular buestion, answered it in part by 
saving that the electors would be per- 
mitted to indicate tlieir choice of aelee- 
tiea.hy wfith«th«WMM«f aaf wm- 
son thsy so flhoos upaa As ballet and 
that tiie name as written would count 
as one vote for the person indicated. 

THINKS ONLY PRINTED BALLOT VALID. 

"I do not agree with Senator Eaton 
on this construction of the law. In 
the first place, I do not think that it 
was the intention of the Legislature 
, that there should b* any blank spaes 
,laft«ith»ballak for the wiMm of

"The ballot shall be printed so as 
to give each elector a clear oppor- 
tunity to designate Ua choice of 
candidates for neoainatian by making 
with tlie stencil a croaa in tlie square 
after the name of eaeh candidate for 
whom he wiifcss to vols fsr nsaaina- 
tion. ' 

WRITTEN NAME"? BARRED. 

"If my construction of this section 
is correct- that is. that the choice 
of.the elector shall only be designated 1 
in the manner provided in Section I T 
—then the sOeera of the ^ elsetion 
would be suthorized to count as a 
valid vote for any person, whether 
for one party or the other a name 
written on the ballot with pencil, or 
with pen and ink, as far as that is 
concerned. 

"You can readily see tiow any other 
cooaUuethm of this wouhi ,,lsad to an 
aboss ef the law, and to Owart the 
intention of the legislators in hsvinif 
a f>iir and full and free ezpiussiaa of 
the voters as to their ehmce of nomi 
nees. .\s indicated above, it woukl 
be a Very easy matter, both in the dis- 
tricts where registration is retjuired, 
and in distncto wliere registration is 
not tsqairsd, upon ths c sa cw t s d ac- 
tion of either the members wf the one 
or the other party to wnrite the name 
of some Democrat or Reimblican on 
either the one or the other ballot, who 
wouid have no possible chaneasf Win- 
ning at the fihal elections. 

MIGHT LEAD TO AMm. 

"For example in a prisHry election 
in Fayette County, upon an agresmsat 
by the meaibers of the Repnbliean 
party that they should vote for John 

Smith, a Democrat, by writing his 
name on the Repubhcan ticket, and it 
so hapi)ened that John Smith was a 
man of such character that he could 
not possibly win in the November 
election, there would Ite a clear de- 
feat of the intention of this law, and 
we believe that the eonrto will hold 
that such action would aak be permis- 
sible, because it wouU dofsat the pur- 
poses of the act. "
